BLAINE IN CHICAGO. 
ARRANGING FOR SENDING AN ESCORT OF 1,000 

MEN TO SPRINGFIELD TO ACCOMPANY HIM 

HERE, . 

A special meeting of the officers of the Blaine 
and Logan Marching Clubs of Chicago was held 
last evening at the Pacific Hotel to take action 
with reference to the Blaine and Logan recep 
tion at Springfield the 24th inst. and an escort 
to accompany them to Chicago, the proposition 
being to send 1,000 men to Springfield from 
this city. There wasa iarge attendance and 
considerable enthusiasm was manifested. 

Mr. Charies Stratton was elected Chairman. 
Capt. C. E. Lewis explained the object of call- 
ing those present together. It appeared, he 
said, that the 1,000 men could be sent for $4,000. 
Each man could pay $1, while $1,000 would be 


subscribed, leaving the balance to be obtained 
ina way yet to be arrunged. There was Very 
little doubt but that the money cou!d be got, 
but the fear wus that it would interfere with 
the reception in this city, Capt. L. L. Wilson 
ot the Fourth Ward said it only remained to do 
one of two things, either to go to Springfield or 
to let it drop. His company was prepared to 
go if any arrangements could ve made. 

Severa) Captains from the yarious wards an- 
novnced that they were ready to go with their 
companies. 

Un motion of Capt. Lewis the followmg com- 
mittee was appointed by the Chair to take the 
matter in hand and make all arrangements 
pecessary, lly on the question of 
finances: Capt. Wilson of the Fourth Ward, 
Lieut. Webber of the First Ward, Capt. Lewis 
of the Eleventh Ward, Lieut. A. T. Fries of the 
Fifteenth Ward, Capt. Bradford of Oakland, 
Col. Newman of the Twefth Ward. Col. 
Coulston of the First Ward, and Col. James A. 
Sexton and Capt. Jacob 8. Curtis of the Chica- 
go Union Veterans. 

The Caairman introduced Mr. D. T. Littler, a 
member of the State Committee, who, referring 
to the movements of James G. Biaine and Johu 
A. Logan, said that be saw them a week ago 
and succeeded in persuading them to come to 
Springfield. They would be at Lafayette the 

and would reach the Capita] City early the 
following morning. The program for the day 
Was not settied, but his Impression was that 
Mr. Blaine would go from the depot to the 
Lincoin Monument without any escort, except 
the Springfield committee.

AN APPEAL FROM THE NEW YORK STATE TEM- 
PERANCE ASSEMBLY. 

New Yorg, Oct. 9.—[Special.}—4t a meeting 
of tne New York State Temperance Assembly 
this evening at No. 308 Fulton street, Brookiyn, 
resolutions were adopted approving of an *‘ ap- 
peal to the Republican Probibidionists as to 
their duty in the present National contest,’’ 
and indorsing a petition to the Hon. John P. 
St. John, Probibition candidate for President, 
to be circulated in all parts of the United 
States among temperance men and Prohibi- 
tionista, requesting him to withdraw from bis 
candidacy. The appeal! to Republican Probibi- 
tionists is a very strong document and 
presents fourteen foreibie reasons for 
not voting the Probbition ticket. It 
is held that the prohibition issue 
has not been yet clearly defined and approved 
by the great body of the friends of the cause 
in the United States; that the present Probib:- 
tion ticket was put in the field without such 
approval; that the present movement is con- 
fusing; that the platform is not the expression 
of the convention, but of a committee ap- 
pointed to revise it, the greenback plank being 
eliminated; that it is unfair to patriotic citizens 
to bring the question of prohibition before the 
people in such a shape as not only 
to require its friends to vute for 
what many of them do not approve, but to 
sacrifice their votes on all other questions, 
however vitally important to the weifare of 
the country, when there is not the slightest 
prospect of success. Itis also set forth that 
votes by Republicans for St. John are throwa 
away from the party that favors majority rule 
—a free baliot and fair count—a Government 
by the people, for the people, and which per- 
mits a vote on prohibition under all proper cir- 
cumstances thrown away in favor of the party 
that is opposed to all probibitory legislation, 
whether the people are in favor of it or not; 
that Republican votes for the Prohibition 
ticket are threefold worse than thrown away 
and the Democracy strengthened. The Ke- 
publican Prohibitioniets are urged to vote the 
Kepubl.can ticket, and on the reasons which 
the appeal contains Mr. 8t. Jobn is asked to 
withdraw. This appeal was drawn up by ex- 
Gov. Jonbn Evans of Colorado, President of the 
Board of Trustees of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity at Evanston, an organization which 
thirty years ago ineugurated one of the most 
successful probibition movements io this Goun- 
try. He has already interested such men as 
Jobo V. Farweil, the Hon, Grant Goodrich of 
Chicago, and the Rev. Dr. Hatfield, Mr. Orring- 
ton Lunt, and Mr. William Deering of Evane- 
ton, Dr. Theodore D. Woolsey, late President 
of Yale College, and others prominent in the 
present movement, and the petition will be 
circulated everywhere for sienatures. From 
present indications they will be largely signed. 


AT WASHINGTON. 
FURTHER BVIDENCE OF FOLGER'S FRIENDSHIP 
FOR BLAING. 


Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 9.—[Special.}— 
Among the trusted personal friends of the late 
Secretary Folger none was held in higher 
esteem or warmer regard by him than 
Capt. T. N. Burrill of Geneva, N. Y., whom he 
appointed Chief of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing—an office of the highest responsi- 
bility. After the appointment the relations ot 
the Secretary and his subordinate became, if 
possibie, more intimate and confidential than 
before, and so remained down to the day of 
Judge Folger’s death. In view of these facts, 
and of a statement made by an ex-clerk of the 
Treasury Department and published yesterday, 
a letter written by Capt. Burrill Monday last is 
of special interest. In part the letter reads as 
follows: 

“A short time before Judge Folger left 
Wasbington | bad occasion to see bim on busi- 
nvss, and incidentally I asked him if there was 
any truth in the report that he was wi.ling to 
bave it understood by his friends that he re- 
garded Mr. Biaine, in 1862, as unfriendly to 
him. Judge Folger answered that he certainly 
did not wish any of bis friends to so under 
stand, as be did not believe Mr. Biaine 
was ever unfriendly to him, or that 


in 1882 he did not favor his election as Gov- | 


ernor. Then, with great earnestness, Judge 
Folger said: ‘If any friend of mine with- 
boids bis vote from Mr. Blaine in the belief 
that it would gratify me to know the fact, a 
greater mistake be could not make.’

According to this plan Engiand’s representa- 
tion will be increased by sixteen, and many 
of the counties now represented by Tories 
will have a reduced representation, while the 
Radical boroughs will be given many addi- 
tional members. Scotland is to have ten 
more members, while Ireland will be per 
mitted to have its present representation. 
Sixteen of the small trish boroughs, includ-. 
ing six Tory strongholds, are to be deprived 
of representation, while the large counties in 
which the Parnellites have their greatest 
strength are to have increased representation. 
The Tories denounce the scheme as being in- 
tended to placate the Parnellites and to swamp 
themselves. The publication has caused a 
sensation. The Government officers are try- 
ing to find out how the paper came bd the 
particulars. 

BLAINE’S OHIO COAL INTERESTS. 

The New iork mugwump newspapers 
print a fac-simile of an autograph letter from 
Mr. Blaine in 1880, which says: ‘‘ Find in- 
closed my draft for $25,000 in payment of 
my subscription to the Hope Furnace enter- 
prise.” In connection therewith they also 
print Mr. Biaine’s letter to Mr, Bundy and 
his dispatch to Congressman McKinley, in 
both of which he states that “he does not 
and never did own an acre of coal land or 
any other kind of land in the Hocking Val- 
ley, nor a share of stock in any coal, iron, or 
land éompany in the Stateof Ohio.” The 
purpose of these publications is to convey the 
impression that Mr. Blaine lied in hi#recent 
denials. 

The journals which have reproduced the 
autograph letter aforesaid are the liars in the 
case, for they have suppressed the circum- 
stances of the transaction, which have been 
made public repeatedly and show that Mr. 
Biaine told the absolute truth when he de- 
nied the ownership of Hocking Valley lands 
and stock. 

The ‘‘Hope Furnace enterprise,” which 
Mr. Blaine’s letter refers to, was organized 
by Mr. W. D. Lee to consolidate and work 
certain coal and iron lands. The stock was 
divided into thirty-three blocks, each of the 
value of $25,000, and Mr. Blaine was so- 
licited to subscribe for one of these shares. 
The terms upon which Mr. Blaine advanced 
‘the $25,000 are described in a letter written 
by Mr. Lee to the New York Tribune, as fol- 
lows: 


In 1880 I solicited Mr. Blaine, through the

for one share in what was

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but at the expiration of the term of his 
option demanded repayment @f the loan. 
The money was not repaid, but new collater- 
al security was furnished, and the loan is 
still outstanding. 

Of ail the malicious slanders put in cireula- 
‘tion about Blaine this Hocking Valley story 
and the persistence with which the Democratic 
papers continue to misrepresent it display the 
most unscrupulous malignity. The story was 
put forth in the first instance in order to cre- 
ate the impression that Blaine was a large 
owner in one of the Ohio coal companies 
which have had trouble with their employés 
about the rate of wages, and that therefore 
he was engaged in grinding dawn the work- 


ingmen. 

Even if Mr. Blaine had owned stock in the 
Hope Furnace it would have been impossible 
to connect him with the labor troubles, be- 
cause the Hope Furnace enterprise is not sit- 
uated in the region where the miners’ troubles 
occurred, and the mines are as yet unopened. 

Failing in the original desigy of thjs dis 
reputable slander, the authors have since 
undertaken to tasten a lie upon Mr. Blaine 
and have miserably failed in that dirty 
attempt. Nevertheless they persist, and 
will persist till after the election, in conceal- 
ing the true nature of the transaction, which 
was and still isa loan made by Mr. Blaine 
upon a basis which is by no means unusual, 
or uncommercial, or improper, or anybody's 
business., It is too much to éxpect of the 
Democratic and mugwump newspapers that

VEMOCRATIC FRAUDS IN CHICAGO. 

The scheme devised by McDonald's County 
Board for stuffing the baliot-boxes in Chicago 
and Cook County, and thereby giving Carter 
Harrison the 15,000 majority in this county 
of which he is constantly boasting, comprises 
three distinct departmenta of villainy. The 
first of these is the stuffing of the polis with 
Democratic judges, many of them men of 
disreputable character. The second is a new 
division of precincts, so that the Republican 
vote is so large that it will be impossible to 
poll the whole of it under the system of de- 
laying the voters which will be ¢arried out 
by the Democratic judges. The third and 
last is the location of polling-places so as to 
make them difficult of access te Republicans 
and convenient for Democratic repeaters. A 
glance at what has been done in some of the 


latter part of the scheme. 

In every case it will be found that the 
polling-places in Republican pre¢inets have 
been made a8 inconvenient and those in Dem- 
ocratic precincts as convenient as possible— 
not only for voting, but for repeating. The 
law requires that polling-places shall be con- 
veniently located, but it has been disregarded 
in almost every instance, the exceptions be- 
ing in Republican precincts. In the First 
Ward there is no necessity for swindling in 
the location. The “fine work ” in this ward 
will be done by the judges. There is not a 
Republican judge in the ward. Joe Mackin 
has charge of one precinct, his brother of an- 
other, and bis private secretary of another; 
and of its other judges some do not live in 
the precinct where they are to serve and some 
do not live in the ward at all, In the 
Second, Third, and Fourth Wards also, the 
latter having but one Republican judge out 
of twenty-seven, they expect to accomplish 
their work in the same manner. In the Sev- 
enth Ward, particularly in the Fifth, Sixth, 

Seventh Preciticts, they have lecated the 
polling-places in the extreme corners, so that 


1 the two most distant ones are less than two 


blocks apart. This will save the Democratic 
repeaters all unnecessary travel and will ob- 
viate the necessity of wagons for carrying 
them round, while at the same time the polls 
are as inconvenient as they can be made for 
Republicans. The Eighth Ward will be 
cared for by the three Democratic judges in 
every precinct. In the Ninth Wari the two 
lower precincts, which are the worst Demo- 
ctatic fraudcentres in the city, Bave been 
split into four, which thus doubles the capac- 
ity and opportunities for swindling: In the 
Republican precincts, like the Fifth and 
Sixth, the polling-places are put on the ex- 
treme limits in as unsavory places as could 
be found. In the Tenth Ward the same 
game has been practiced. In the Eleventh 
Ward a series of outrages has been perpe- 
trated. In the First and Second Precincts, 
which are Democratic, the polls are cen- 
trally located. In the Third and Fourth they 
are placed a long distance from thé centre. 
In the Fifth they are placed in the rear of a 
disreputable saloon in the middle of a block 
which can only be approached through a 
filthy alley. In the Seventh they are located 
in a little narrow stable, and in the Eighth 
at the extreme Democratic end of the pre- 
cinct. The Twelfth Ward has been so ma- 
nipulated as to mass the Republican votes in 
such numbers that they cannot be cast under 
the delaying system which the Democratic 
judges will attempt to carry out. 
Such is one part of the game of frand 
which the County Board has devised for 
swindling in the city. in the country towns 
the outlook is no better. In the strong Re 
publican Towns of Lake View and Evanston, 
the Democrats have all the judges. At Riv- 
erside the polls have been removed from the 
centre of the town to a saloon on the out 
skirts, and the same thing has been done at 
La Grarige, and Democratic judges, some of 
them notoriously disreputable characters, 
have control of the polls. In the Town of 
Lake there are only three Républicap judges 
out of the entire list of thirty. At Hoseland, 
which has 200 Republicans and two Demo- 
crats, the polis have been placed way to one 
side, at Kensington. At Morgan Park the 
polling-place has been removed from the cen- 
tre of the town to a marshy hole three miles 
away. At Jefferson, South ee Cum- 
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scheme, that it was set on foot while he was 
absent, or that he had no hand in the in- 
iquity. Jt was concocted in his behalf, and 
he was notified of it last Saturday, and has 
been notified of it every day since. He was 
called upon to countermand ft nearly a week 
ago, and he has up to this time paid no at 
tention to the request.

If he 
is not aman of honor he will go on and 
attempt to capture the office of Governor 
with stolen votes. Can he afford it ? 


MEANNESS WITHOUT PRECEDENT. 

The present Board of Comsty Commission- 
ers took the place of the old Supervisor sys- 
tem in 1870. The first Presidentia! election 
during the existence of the present system of 
County Board was in 1872. At that time the 
Republicans controlled the board, and gave 
the Demoe¢rats and Greeleyites complete repre- 
sentation at every voting place in the city, 
allowing them the one judge and one clerk, 
selected by themselves, in every prerinct. 
They did it without any question, or quibble, 
or protest, No doubt was raised and no argu- 
ment was made, It was conceded as a matter 
of right. 

In 1876 the political complexion of the 
board was,changed. The Democrats were in 
the majority. They were honorable, law- 
abiding men. Neither Carter Harrison, Me- 
Donald, nor Van Pelt ‘was then running the 
politics of the county. The Commissioners 
were not the tools of any boss or machine. 
They were fair-minded men.- They made the 
same concession to the Republicans, of one 
judge and one clerk, that the Republicans 
bad made to them four years before. There 
was no controversy about the matter. It was 
looked upon as simply fair and equitable, and 
it was carried out in the spirit of the law. 

In 1880, only four years ago, the Republic- 
ans again controlled the board, and they fol- 
lowed the rule they had laid down in’ 1872, 
and which the Democrats adopted in 1876. 
When the Democrats applied for their judge 
and clerk in each district and submitted the 
names of those who were appointed 
there was no hesitation or question on the 
part of the Republican board. They were 
appointed at once. 

It is now 1884, and the County Board is 
Democratic. The Republican Central Com- 
mittee, as usual, presented the names of 
those whom it desired to have appointed as 
judges. The entire list has been rejected. 
in the majority of th® precincts no Repub- 
lican judge has been allowed at all, and 


wherever one has been assigned it has been... 


some doubtful person selected by the Demo- 
cratic Commissioners instead of the one se- 
lected by the Republican committee. The 
fair and generous practice of past boards, 
Republican and Democratic, has been thrown 
aside and the tools of Harrison and McDon- 
ald have stuffed the precincts with their own 
creatures. If it were the inténtion of the 
Democrats to have an honest election, is it 
not patent to any one that they wou!d have 
followed the time-honored precedent ? There 
can be but one meaning to this new scheme. 
It is fraught with danger. It means the 
stuffing of Dallot-boxes. It means that there 
shall not be a free vote and a fair count. 


CHEAP WHEAT, DEAR ELEVATORS. 

One reason why wheat is so low in Chicago 
is because the elevator charges are so'high. 
The farmers are selling their wheat below 
the cost of production, but the elevators are 
making 20 per cent dividends a year, and 
more, Elevator charges come out of the 
farmer as well as the railroad freights. Rail- 
road pools are not the only monopoly which 
is bleeding the uncombined farmers. They 
haye to clothe in purple and fine linen the 
members of the elevator ring in this city. 
Public attention has been pretty thoroughly 
awakened to the exacting policy of the rail- 
roads, which, with steel rails, and coal, and | 
all supplies at exceptiopaily low prices, 
are demandmg: the same rates for 
moving wheat to market from Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, and Kansas as in past 
years, altho by doing so they leave the farmer 
less than nothing. But the elevator monop- 
oly of this city haye been feeding so quietly 
on the wheat, and corn, and oats of the 
farmer that they have almost escaped no- 
tice. The New York Journal of Commerce 
warns the farmer te sell his wheat on ac 
count of the losses he will sustain by the 
ravages of rate and mice in his granaries, 
But the rats and mice on the farm are noth- 
ing to the destructive two-legged depredators 
who will eat and eat into the farmer’s grain 
when he sends it to Chicago to be stored in 
the elevators. 

Every one is asking, Why with wheat 
selling unquestionably below the price of 
production do not capitalists buy it and hold 
it till the price regains its normal leve) ? 

The main reason why they do not do so is 
because they know that the elevator charges 
would eat them up. It costs 15 cents a 
bushel to carry grain a yearin one of our 
Chicago elevators. Whether it be oats worth 
25 cents a bushel, corn wurth 60 cents, or 
wheat at 75. cents, the charge is invariable, At 
present wheat prices, the elevators’ cliarges 
are but a shaving less than 20 per cent; they 
tax the farmer 20 per cent for storing the 
wheatand they pay their stockholders 20 
per cent dividends. ‘The charges for storage 
are twice as high in Chicago asin New York, 
Baltimore, Toledo, Buffalo, and Detrvit. At 
the latter places it costs one quarter of a cent 
a bushel to store wheat for ten days; in Chi- 
cago, one-half of a cent. On the average 
price of corn the Chieago elevator tariff is 
equal to nearly 50 per cent of the value, 
on oats it is nearly 60 per cent. The lower 
wheat.goes the larger the proportion taken 
out of the farmer’s selling price by the ele- 
vator men. Chicago aims to be a great grain 
market, but itis pursuing in this case the 
very policy most certain to destroy that trade. 

If the elevators are inaking so much money 
why do not capitalists build competing ele- 
vators and divide the profits ? 

Because the combined wealth, power, and 
rapacity of the elevator ring and the railroad 
ring, intertwined as they aro, make it practi- 
cally impossible to do so. Because no out- 
sider could get the same rates nor the same 
service from the railroads that the insiders 
have. Because the elevator men have ex- 
clusive contracts with the railroads which an 
interloper could not get. Because the rail- 
roads would refuse to deliver grain to the 
newcomer, a§ they have done, except at the 
end of a wasting litigation which private in- 
dividuals could not afford. The railroads 
keep lawyers by the year for just such fights, 
while the individual has to pay his lawyers 
by the day, Because the elevator combing- 
tion would turn their united batteries on the 
new elevator and “cut rates” in railroad 
fashion until their would-be rival surren- 
dered and handed over his property to them 
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Elevator charges tn tla ety are too high. 
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Tay thes alana al alk the farmer. 
If it were not for the cost of carrying wheat 


in these elevators, miljions of bushels of this | 


Sheriff wheat would be bought here every 
day by moneyed men and held until the Brit- 
ish and French eaters were willimg to pay & 
fair price for it. The Supreme Court has de- 
cided that the Legislature of the State has 
the power to regulate the charges of the 
warehouses, and we suggest that it investi- 
gate the facts of the extortion of this combi- 
nation at its next session and cut down the 
rates to a living figure—that is, a figure 
which will let the farmer live as well as the 
elevator ring. _. so 


BEECHER AND JOY AGAIN. 

The story about Blaine and Joy was this: 
That Blaine, while Speaker of Vongress, had 
offered to appolnt a committee favorable to 
Joy in a certain investigation if Joy would 
take at par certain depreciated stocks which 
Blaine held. Gen. Alger sent the following 
dispatch to Mr. Joy: 

Dernort, Mich., Sept. 80, 1884.—Joy, care 
Brown, Shipley & Oo., London: Did Biaine 
offer to appoint a committee to suit you if you 
took Little Rock bonds of bie bands?

When Joy received this dispatch he cabled 
from London as follows: 


Loxpon, Sept. 30.—R. A, Alger. Detroit, 
Mich.: Biaine never made me any offer to ap- 
point a committee to suit in any Manner or 
form, or for any eonsideration of any kind 
whatever. J. F. Joy. 


This straightforward and sweeping denial 
ought to have set the matter at rest. But 
Beecher, from whom the story seems to have 
emanated in the first instance, came out with 
an open letter to Gen. Alger, in which he 
maintained that Mr. Joy had told him the 
tale at a private dinner party in Joy’s house 
seven or eight years ago, and that be (Joy) 
would not deny the conversation. The pur- 
port of Beecher’s letter having come under 
Joy’s eye through the special dispatches trom 
New York to the London papers, he sends back 
the “lie direct” to Beecher, amd the case, as 
it stands now, is succinctly set forth In the 
following letter from Gen. Alger to Beecher: 


Derrortr, Mieb., Uct. 8.—The Rev. Honry 
Ward Beecher, Brooklyn, N. ¥.—Sia: Confirm- 
ing my impressions given ina letter to you of 
yesterday's date l have this day received the 
following cablegram from Mr. Joy: 

* Lonpos, Oct. 8.—Alger, Detroit: I judge 
from New York telegrams that Beecher wholly 
misrecoliects conversation with me. No sueb 
talk as stated by him ever teok place. - 

“Jor.” 

Of course I have no means of knowing the 
contents of the telegrams mentioned, but bave 
no doubt but they give in sabstance your ver- 
sion of the matter. Now, reverend sir, I sub- 
mit to you as a gentieman, after having re- 
cvived the hospitality of Mr. Joy in his own 
home, and when it is so evident that you are 
doing Mr. Joy, Mr. Blaine, and the Repubiican 
party so great « wrong iu the course you are 
pursuing, that it is your plain duty, in justice 
to all parties, publicly to retract your state- 
ments, as you have, in your seal for the Demo- 
cratic party and the Democratic nominee, 
spread them before the whole country—espe 
cially so when you recollect that there is no 
claim set up that Mr. Joy ever saw Mr. Biaine 
pereonaily concerning the affair, but that the 
whole matter—whatever it was—came through 
third parties, who were doubtiess trying to 
drive a sharp bargain without any knowledge 
or consent on the part of Mr. Blaine.

Mr. Joy has now denied (1) that Blaine 
ever made any offer to appoint a committee 
to suit him in any manner or for any con- 
sideration of any kind whatever, and (2) that 
he ever held such a eonversation with 
Beecher as the latter reports. This covers 
the whole case. If Mr, Beecher were dis- 
posed to be fair and manly about it he 
would take the course suggested to him 
by Gen. Alger; that is, be would make a 
public statement to the effect that he must 
bave misunderstuod Mr. Jey, or that his rec- 
ollection concerning a conversation which 
took place seven years ago must be defective, 
and thereupon express his regret at having 
set afloat a false story injurious to Mr. 
Blaine. But the Brooklyn sensational- 
ist will do nothing ef the kind. 
In the first place, his fellow-feeling 
for Cleveland—a sort of erotic syn- 
pathy—will induce him to adhere te his 
original story in spite of ite inherent imiprob- 
ability and Joy’s explicit denials. In the 
next place, Beecher undertook to repeat 
| Joy’s words in a casual conversation which 
occurred seven years ago with all the literal- 
ness of a stenographie repert—an impossible 
feat in mnemonice—and is now naturally 
averse to confessing that he drew upon his 
imagination. At the same time it will be 
evident to all intelligent men that Mr. Joy, 
who has always been an earnest friend of 
Mr. Blaine and a zealous advocate of his 
nomination for President, would: not tell 
Beecher in private that Blaine was a scoun- 
drel, and equally evident that Joy’s recollec- 
tion of any alleged talk of this kind is much 
more trustworthy than Beecher’s, whose 
memory was proved not to be of the best in 
his trial for the seduction ef Mrs. Tilton. 
Beecher has long been “a thing of beauty,” 
and henceforward he will be ‘ta Joy for- 
ever.” 


Doing Justice to Mr. Blaine.

For the last two years Obio bas been a Dem- 
ocratic State. Even should the Democrats 
carry it for their State ticket next week they 
will simply have beld it on State issues. On 
the distinct National issue of November it will 
be Republican, as it always. bas been. In 1682 
Mr. Newman, the present Democratic candi- 
date for Secretary af State, was elected by a 
plurality over his Republican opponent of 19,- 
115. The vote of the State that year was: Re- 
publican, 297,750; Democratic, 316,874; Prohibi- 
tion, 12,202; and Greenback, 5.845. Substantially 
the same elements enter into the present can- 
vass, and any reduction from that Democratic 
plurality of 19,116 must be attributed to the in- 
direct influences of Mr. Biaine’s nomination. 
In 1883 Gov. Hoadly was elected by a plurality 
of 12,629. The vote of that year waeas follows: 
Republican, 347,164; Democratic, 359,793; Probi- 
bition, 8,362; and Greenback, 2,987. Compart- 
son, if it be attempted, must be made with these 
two years, and more particularily with 1882, 
when Congressmen were elected. In 1882 the 
ageregate vote for Congressmen was: . Repub 
lican, 296.574; Democratic 816,975; Prohibition, 
10,980; Greenback, 4,790; or a Democratic plu- 
rality of 20,401. Less than that plurality will 
be a Republican gain. A Republican plurality 
in the total vote for Congressmen next week 
will bind Ohio by hooks of steel to the Repub-

The 
older clase of voters recailed the unfortumate Ala- 
bama letter, in which Mr. Clay was sup to 
have signed bis political death-warrant. y re- 
membered also the hot-tempered effusion by 
which Gen. Scott lost a large share of bis popular- 
ity before his nomination and the untortunate 
speeches which rapidly cousumed the remainder. 
The younger voters hed seen Mr. Greeley, ia a 
series of vigorous and original addresses, prepar- 
ing the pathway for his ewn defeat. Unomindful of 
these warnings, vabeeding the advice of 
Gartield spoke to large crowds as he journeyed te 
and from New York in August, to. the great muiti- 
tude in that city, to delegations and depatations of 
every kind that called st Mentor during the su u- 
mér and autumn. With itonumerable critics, 
watebful and eager to catch a plirase that might be 
turned into odtum or ridicale, or @ sentence that 
might be distorted to his own or his party’s injury, 
Gartield did not trip or haitinany of his seventy 
speeches.

THIRTEEN years ago today Chicago was a 
smoking waste. For nearly two days fire had 
swept over 2,000 acres of its fairest and most 
enterprising area, destroying more than 17,000 
buildings, among themall its public structures 
and ite lergest business houses, banks, sews- 
paper Offices, and places of amusement, en-. 
tailing a loss of $190,000,000 of property and 
turnmg nearly 100,000 of its people out of 
their homes. In three years of time it was 
substantially rebuilt and started upon a new 
career of prosperity. Today scarcely a trace 
remains of that widespread ruin. In ite place 
larger and fiaer structures have risen, and 
north, south, and west Chicago fs reaching out 
and extending her domain. The horror of 1871 
is now scarcely remembered; at most it is but 
a dim reminiscence.

A Strange Change of the War— Wise 
Opposed to Slavery. 

Ricumonp, Va., Sept. 80.—(|Bditor New York 
Tribune.}—Some interesting, reminiscences of 
Heary Wise, given ia the Broadway Note-Book 
of July 20, cailed to my mind the following 
story that was told a short time ago by F. H. 
Pierpont, the loyal War Governor of Virginia: 

There was an amusing encéunter between 
Gov. Wise and myseifin the summer of 153865, 
after I went to Richmond as Governor of the 
restored Government of Virginia. Meeting 
him one morning we shook hands very cordially 
and I remarked, “Governor, I suppose you 
pave been rusticating, as I have missed you 
from the city for some weeks.” 

“ Vos,” wae the reply, “I've been down to 
my farm iu Princess Anne County, and what 
do you suppose | found there?” 

I anewered: “**I don’t know. When I was 
there in 1868 Ieawalarge number of freed- 
men cutting your timber. What did you find, 
General?” 

“Why, sir, I found John Brown’s daughter 
teaching a negro school in my Mansion House; 
and they would not permit me to go into my 
house.” 7 

At this I laughed beartily. Gen. Wise 
looked me straight in thé eye and demanded; 
* What are you laughimg at?” 

I said, * , you must excuse me; a lu- 
dicrous idea struck me that in less than seven 
years after you hung John Brown for bis sup- 

attempt to steal the negroes from Vir- 
ginia, his daughter was teaching a negro school 
in your mansion, and you were a fugitive not 
tted to enter it.” 

* Jobn Brown,”’ exclaimed Gen. Wise, “was 
a great man, sir; be was a great man. Yes, 
he added, raising his right band anc assuming 
his most majestic attitude, “ Jobn Brown was 
a bero: Joba Browa was a bero, sir!” Then 
turomg suddeniy he walked off, seemingly in 
solemn meditation. This was the only time 
John Brown was alluded to in our conversa- 
tions. He told me one day in & long conversa- 
tion in which be set forth ali bis reasons that 
the Kebellion had not p six months 
until he had promised before God that if the 
Confederacy shoula be established be would 
spend the residue of bis hfe, if necessary, in 
advocating the freedom of the slaves. He fa- 
vored the apprenticesbip system, and deciared 
he never would consent to hand down to bis 
posterity an element of such National weak- 
ness as slavery.

A DARING BURGLARY. 


The lIfouse of a Pennsylvania Farmer 
Entered by Armed Robbers, 

PHILAUELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—A 
robbery was committed near Johnstown, Pa., 
early yesterday morning. Joseph Gates, a 
prosperous farmer, withdrew all bis savings 
from the county bank after the recent Wall 
street crash, and has since kevt them locked 
up in a email safe in bis own house. About 
2 o'clock yesterday morning be was awakened 
by a loud Knocking at the door, Without wak- 
ing his wife Gates went to a window 
and opened it. The knocks ‘*on the 
door continued. Mr. Gates cautiously thrust 
his head out of the window, and saw five men 
whose faces were covered pounding against the 
door with billets of wood. One of the men 
saw Mr. Gates’ head and called to bis comrades. 
Several of them drew tevoivers and fired, but 
none of the shots took effect. Gates drew in 
his head. Finally the door-fastening gave way, 
and the robbers rusbed into the house. Gates 
seized an old musket and ranto his bedroom 
door. in this chamber was the safe containing 
his money. The robbers entered the room, 
spiei the safe, found the key that 
opened it, and finally drew out $1,140. 
Mrs. Gates awoke, and cried out to ber hus- 
band to shoot the thieves. Two of them 
rushed to the bed and began winding the sheets 
about ber peck, slowing strangling her. Gates 
swung his musket around bis head and brought 
the beavy end down with full force upon the 
bead of one of the thieves. The man dropped 
to the floor, but was up again in an instant, 
and the five thieves ran down-stairs and out of 
doors, where they discharged a parting salute 
with their revoivers and disappeared. None of 
them have yet been captured.

An Alleged Forger Released—End of the Con- 
ductors’ Convention—Charch Panic~A 
‘Missing Secretary. 


FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 
FOUR MEN KLLLED. 

Hamitrow, Ont., Oct. 9.—(Special.]—The 
Hamilton Powder Company’s Milis at Kilbride, 
near this city, blew up with such itorce today 
as to shake buildings here to their foundations. 
Those looking in the direction of the mills saw 
a paif of white smoke arise in the air, and 
three distinct shocks were felt. There was in- 
tense excitement in the city when it was 
learned that the powder-mills had exploded 
and that four men were killed. 

James Watson, President or the company, 
said the damage would not occasion any great 
loss to the company. He was much affected 
when he heard of the death of the workmen. 
There was no insurance on the buildings. 

There are seven small one-story wooden 
buildings about 200 yards apart in a row where 
the manufacture of powder was carried on. 
The machinery was the most valuable part of 
the mills, in each of which a seperate part of 
tne process of the manufacture is carried on. 
Fifteen or tweuty years ago all the build- 
ings of the company, which are about a mile 
from Cumminsville, were blown up, and the 
company’s total loss was only about 
$4,000. Previous to this explosion it is said 
no lives have been lost at these mills, which 
have been biown up four times. Many people 
in the city thought there had been an earth- 
quake, and one gentleman who had just started 
a steam-boiler heating apparatus gomg in bis 
residence rushed down-stairs under the im- 
pression tnat the boiler bad exploded. 

A gentieman just returned from the scene 
of the explosion eays the sight was awful. Of 
two men wounded one will die and the other 
will recover. 


THREE BUILDINGS DESTROYED. 

Three of the mill buildings were totally de- 
molisbed, the press-house going first and the 
other two being sent off by the concussion. 

The Superintendent’s house, standing bcear, 
was not harmed beyond the breaking of 
window-giass, and the damage to buiidings in 
the village is smail. 

The four men were instantly killed, one of 
their bedies being blown over a tree. The 
Superintendent refused to say how much 
powder was on hand, saying be guessed there 
were over 300 kegs, but other parties say there 
was a good deal more than that,

WORCESTER’S GALA DAY. 


How an Old New England Town Is 
Going to Celebrate the Two lun- 
dredth Anniversary of Its Christen- 
ing. 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 9.—[Special.]|—Two 
hundred years ago, the l5th day of 
October, the little settlement near the head- 
waters of the Biackstone River and the beauti- 
ful Lake Quinsigamond received its present 
name, Worcester, by act of the Great and Gen- 
eral Court of the Massachusetts Colony. This 
event the prospervus city of Worcester, the 
second city in the State in point of wealth and 
population, proposes to celebrate in a manner 
befitting its importance. The first grant of 
land in this vicinity was made by the General 
Court to Increase Nowell of Charlestown, May 
6, 1657, comprising atract of 3,200 acres. Other 


. grants followed later, and in 1664 the grantees 


petitioned the General Court for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to explore the country 
and report upon its advantages for settlement. 
The investigation was made in 1667, and 
the committee reported that a tract 
eight miles square, comprising the present 
City of Worcester and parts of Holden and Au- 
burn, contained “very good chestnut-tree and 
meadow land,” and that it might, “‘ with prop- 
er industry and effort, afford support for sixty 
families.” The claim of the Indians to the 
land was extinguished in 1674 by the payment 
to Sagamore John and Sagamore Sviomon of 
** £12 in lawful money or its equivalent,” the 
first installment being two coats and four yards 
of trucking-cioth, valued at 26 shillings. In 
the spring of 1675 the work of settlement be- 
gan and was vigorously prosecuted, all fear ot 
Indian molestation baving been allayed by the 
purehase above referred to and the success 
of the Indian missionary, John Eliot, 
in his evangelizing labors among the 
neighboring tribes the previous year. 
Late in the summer of 1675, however, 
the war with King Philip broke out, the older

The evening of Tuesday, Oct. 14, there 
is to be a general illumination tbrougbout the 
city, and literary. exercises will be beld at Me- 
obanics’ Hall, at which Mayor Charles G. Reed 
will preside. The formal oration will be 
delivered by United States Senator G 
FP. Hoar of this city, who will s 
about an bour anda half. At the close of Mr. 
Hoar’s orution there will probably be other 
speaking by some of the distinguished 
present. All the Governors of the New En- 
giand States and all the Mayorsof the New 
Engiand cities have been tavited to attend, 
many of them have already accepted the i 
tation. Among the guests of the city on the 
occasion will be ex-Attorney-General Chases 
Devens, the Rev. Edward Everett Hale, of i 
ton; Judge E. R. Hoar, of Concord; George W ile 
iam Curtis, of New York City; George Baucroft, 
the bistorian; and Ben: Periey Poore. The 
morning of the 15th there will be fired a saipte 
of 100 guns, and at noon and sunset salutes of 
fifty guns each, making 200 guns: in all—one 
for each year of Worcoester’s existence. The 
morning will be given up to a grand military 
and civic procession, under the chief marshal- 
ship of Gen. Josiak Pickett, which will eom- 
prise ail the military organizations ef the 
city, the fire department, 
civie societies. The procession, which 
is to be reviewed by 10,000 school children, will 
be accompanied by numerous bands, and will 
be wore than a mile in length.

Some of the set pieces have been made espe- 
cially for the eelebration. ; oe 
Av attempt was made to arrange as a feat- 
ure of the afternoon program a trades proces- 
sion to illustrate nat only the present indus- 
tries of the city but their growth during the 
last 200 years. But the manufacturers and 
merchants, upon whom such a dispiay would 
entail a great burden ef expense and work, 
did not take kindly to the proposition, and the 
committee reluctantly abandoned it. It is ex- 
pected that the decorations about town the 
day ef the eelebration will be profuse and elab- 
orate. The city bas engaged a professional 
decorator. who bas already begun work upon 
the city-ball and the Old South Chureh. There 
are also to be erected several arches across the 
prinvipal streets bearing aporonare mottoes. 
The day will be a general holiday, not only in 
this city, but in this part of the State, and 
thousands uf people from the tewns of Worces- 
ter County wil! join in the celebration.

THE CITIZENS’ LEAGUE. 
MR. PAXTON REPLIES TO THE GRAND JURY'S 
STRICTURES—SERIOUS CHARGES. 

The last grand jury baving gone out of its 
way to cast reflections on the worth and metb- 
ods of the Citizens’ League, Mr. A. Paxton, the 
General Agent of the league, furnishes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

It bas'for some time past been well known 

that an understanding has been cume to be- 
tween the County Commissioners and the Sa- 
loonkeepers’ Association that the grand jury in 
Cook County shall be drawn with special refer- 
ence to shielding saloonkeepers from prosecu- 
tion, and certainly the kind of grand juries we 
have been baving Of late would indicate such 
an agreement. For the last ten or twelve 
months every grand jury has bad on its lists 
from three to six saloonkeepers or liquor-deal- 
era, and a fair proportion of what are known 
as saloon bummers, and perhaps low ward poli- 
tictans who spend their time between saloons 
and gambiing bouses and worse places, and it 
has been very humiliating for myseif and my 
witnesses to go before such men to be abused 
and sneerea at. 1 have often found upon the 
grand jury saloonkeepers whom | have bad ar- 
rested and find or heid to the Criminal Court 
for selling liquor to minors and drunkards, and 
often bave the poor drunkards whom we bave 
had before the grand jury as witnesses against 
saloonkeepers for selling them liquor told me 
whea they came out that they éaw on the jury 
saloonkeepers who had been selling them 
liquor right along. Not long ago I had a éa- 
loonkeeper arrested on taree different charges 
of selling liquor to minors and drunkards and 
keeping a disorderly house, and bis.cases had 
to be continued two or three times because he 
was sitting on the grand jury. When 
we did get him to an examination, 
be was held to the Criminal Court on two of 
the c and fined by the Justice on the 
other. ig man. took from a poor drunkard 
bis wife's dress and supplied him with whisky, 
and would not return the dress when the wife 
demanded it. When the poor woman was be- 
fore the grand jury testifying against the 
saloonkeeper for selling her husband liquor 
she told the jury that be still bad ber dress 
and would not returnitto her, yet they re 
fused to indict him, and it is not much wonder, 
for this very saloonkeeper was a wember of 
the grand jury the month before. I could mul- 
tiply cases by the score, but I must pay my 
respects to the last grand jurors. I was before 
them only twice. I was told before I went 
into the jury-room that it would be jolly toe». 
pect an indictment against any saloonkeeper 
from such a jury, and as soon as I saw them 
I was wore than satisfied that it would be 
worse than folly to expect ar such thing. But 
let me narrate some o Chris Kelly, 
who keeps a saloon at No Haisted street, 
was beiore them on the charge of selling liquor 
to minors. The evidence was that a police of- 
ficer went into Kelily’s saloon and saw two boys 
atthe bar drinking liquor. He got the name 
and address of the boys, and Kelly was arrest- 
ed and held to the Crimina!l Court. Both the 
officer and the boys went before the jurs.and 
testified to these facts, but of course it found 
no indictment. A man by the name of Nick 
Miller, who keeps a saloon at Riverdale, was 
before it on the charge of selling liquor to 
minors. The boy testified that Miler had soid 
him whisky and beer several times. The mother 
testified thht she bad forbidden Miler to sell 
liquor to ber boy, and also to her husband, but 
be bad. gontinued to sell to both. I 
told thé jury that there were two 
or three more witnesses, who had seen Miller 
sell the boy both whisky and beer, and they 
could be brought. The next morning two of 
these witpesses—two respectable Germans— 
came, and word was sent in to the jurors, but 
they refused to hear them, aud found “no 
bill.” 

Another case was that of John White, who 
keeps a saloon at Roseland. Three young boys 
bad been frequenting White's saloon and 
drinking and playing pool, as one of thew tes- 
tified before the Justice of the Peace, as many 
as 200 times. This boy and another came to 
the grand jury, but before the case was called 
one of them went away, and only one went be- 
fore the jury and testified. The grand jurors 
were told that the other boy had left, burt, in- 
stead of fending for him, they voted “no 
bill. 2 

Another case was that of a man called 
Haehnie— |} most outrageous case. Quite a 
number «¢ witnesses testified in this case, 
and the ury at once voted “no bill,”

Thentwo of the members of 
this same grand jury took a buggy and drove 
up to Adam Mares’ place and told him they haa 
refused to indict bim, but there was a motion 
to reconsider the vote, and asked him for $100 
if be did*not want to be indicted. To Mares’ 
crédit be not only refused to pay the money, 
but came down and informed his lawyer, and 
bis lawyer not oniy informed me of the facts, 
but gave me permission to publish them. 
I bave hopes of getting the names o! these 
two scoundreis, and they will surely be brought 
to justice. In the case of Hachoie, referred 
to as being reconsidered, this jury actually 
found an indictment, which I could not ac- 
count tor until 1 beard of the facts in the case 
of Adam Mares. it would be interesting to 
know if any of them went to Haehnole, and 
much they demanded. Permit me to say

THE CIGAR MANUFACTURERS. 
THEY RESOLVE AGAINST FREE TRADE AND THE 
DEMOCRATIC FREE-TRADE PARTY. 

_ The Cigar Manufacturers’ and Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation met yesterday at Kiare’s Hall. The fol- 
lowing resolution, offered by Beoretary Joba 

Lussem, was passed: 

Resolved, That we continue in our just struggle 
for the maintenance of a protective tariff. Im- 
pressed by the conviction that the tariff policy of 
the country is the most important and the dominat- 
ing issue of the present political contest. and be- 
Hieving that the attitude of the free-trade 
party on that subject seriously thkreat- 
ens and imperils these interests, we hereby 
request the cigar manufacturers and all connected 
with the business, and business-men in general of 
our city and country, to organise in resistacce, 
We cannot mistake the intentions of the free-trade 
party. The equivocal utterances of its Natinnal 
platform are to be interpreted only by the action of 
the party in Congress, when four-fifths of the 
House voted for the Morrison bill. 

The full accession of the free-trade party to 
power, whatever feeble and useless resistance 
might be offered by a score or two of 
protectionists in Congress, means the absolute dis- 
carding of the principles of protection to American 
labor: it meanslow and non-productive duties, 
large importations, and the consequent closing of 
many American cigar factories and shops, with all 
the truuble and disteess to our pedplie that would 
be involved in it. Continued assertivn and defense 
of the principles of protection meanhs the 
of all this. It means an advantage 
the American producer over his foreign rival, 
with all the prosperity to the ithdividual and 
the Nation that would be involved therein, and to 
secure asceodency every mara who believes in the 
true American peliey should give his earnest 
efforts. 

John Sibert, a free-trade member of the 
association, who bad opposed the resolution 
when it was introduced, as socon as it was 
passed withdrew bis name from the as80o- 
ciation, seized bis hat, and left the room in 
high dudgeon. 

The members of the association expressed 
themselves opposed to any rediction of em- 
ployés wages. ‘Phe tariff on cigars now aver- 
ages about $4 per thousand. 


CHARITY ORGANIZATION. 
AN APPEAL TO PUBLIC-SPIRITED CITIZENS FOR 
FUNDS. 

The Charity Organization Society invited the 
busioess-mea of the city to a conference in the 
Palmer House club-room yesterday afternoon. 
About a dozen persons attendea, including the 
officers of the society. The Secretary, the Rev. 
L. P. Mercer, read a paper setting forth the 
objects of the society and the necessity for its 
existence. The aims of the society are to help 
the able-bodied poor to be self-supporting, to 
prevent the peuperization of the poor who are 
compelled to ask for charity, to reciaim the 
pauperized poor, to prevent imposition 
and fraud, to stop street and door-to-door 
begging. to procure assistance for all deserv- 
ing cases, and to find a suitable asylum for 
those who are physically or mentaliy disquali- 
fied for work. He stated that the taxpayers of 
Buffalo had been saved $50,000 a year and of 
Philadelphia from $50,000 to $75, @ year by 
charity organizations. 

The point of the paper was that $10,000 was 
required for the work in this city, $5,000 to be 
expended in the West Side and $5,000 in the 
North and South Sides, and he appealed to the 
generous, public-spirited busines¢-men of the 
city to subscribe the amount. Other brief ad- 
dresses were delivered, and the meeting ad- 
journed until Tuesday evening, when the an- 
nual meeting of the society will be held. 


HOCEING VALLEY. 
A Piain Statement of Facts. 

Boston Journal: The facts in regard to Mr. 
Biaine’s connection with the Hopking Valley 
matter are as follows: In 1879 Mr, William D. 
Lee of Newark, O., who had already negotiated 
the sale to Boston capitalists of two biast fur- 
naces in operation ip the Hocking Vailey and a 
tract of land upon which it was proposed to 
erect furnaces, came to Boston to negotiate in 
regard toa larger tract of coal and iron jands 
which be countrolied in the same region. The 
lands were unproductive, but from scientific 
reports which bad been made it appeared that 
they cont:ined valuable coal and iron ores. 
Mr. Lee was well introduced and became ac- 
quainted, among other gentlemen, with Mr. J. 
Henry Broeks, who became the prime mover 
in interesting Ohio and Boston capitalists in 
the Rope Furnace Tract. The plan proposed 
was to form an association of gentlemen who 
should buy the tract, and after the purchase, 
which was considered an advantageous one, to 
develop further plans for making the land 
productive by the building of biast furnaces 


‘and by the mining of coal. A subscription pa- 


per was prepared, which was signed by the 
parties to the enterprise, in which the latter 
agreed each to take one or more ‘*blocks”’ in 
the enterprise. Mr. Lee approached Mr. Biaine 
and itaid the plan before him. Mr. Biaine 
looked into the matter and expressed his be- 


lief »n it, but, not baving the money to invest’ 


at the time, was indisposed to commit bimself 
to the investment. Upon being pressed by Mr. 
Lee, and upon the assurance, as stated hy Mr. 
Lee, that if at the end of two years he did not 
wish to take the biock bis investment would be 
regarded as a loan, he signed the agreement 
ana paid his $25,000 by a draft upon Mr. Eikins, 
who probably became witb bim a baif-owner 
of the interest. The receipt given for this pay- 
ment, as already published, is significantly 
signed * J. N. Denison, agent,”’ and not by any 
person acting as Treasurer or other officer of 
any corporation. 

The proposed association for the purchase of 
the Hope Furnace Tract never bad corporaie 
existence or organization in any shape or form, 
and never be!d the titie to an acreof iand in 
Obio or elsewhere. This fact indicates the sig- 
nificance of the form in which the voucher 
given Mr. Blaine was signed. ' The title to the 
Hope Furnace Tract was passed by Mr. Lee to 
J. Henry Brooks, and upon the organization of 
the Standard Oil & Iron Company Brooks con- 
veyed the land direct to the iatter. The parties 
to the association referred to aever authorized 
the conveyance by Brooks to the Standard Cna! 
& Iron Company, but scvepted, in Neu of the 
ae interest of $25,000 each in the Hope 

urnace Association, $50,000 of the first-mort- 

gage bonds of the Standard Cea! & Iron Com- 
pany, of whose property in the Hocking Valicy 
the Hope Furnace Tract formed but a smail 
part. 

In pursuance of the arrangement made with 
Mr. Lee, Mr. Biaine, as stated by Mr, Lee, ex- 
ercised his option te consider his advance a 
loan, and received through Mr. Elxins, as 
shown by the latter's receipt (which receipt 
also shows that the bonds were delivered to 
Mr. Elkins by J. Henry Brooks persovaliy, and 
not in auy official capacity), $50,000 bonds of 
the Standard Coal & Iron Company a¢ coliater- 
al for his loan. It will thus be seen that since 
the Hope Furnace Tract Association never 
owned an acre of landin the Hocking Valley, 
Mr. Biaine, as a party to that association, could 
never have been the owher of any land in that 
valley, and that the statement contained in bis 
letter to Mr. Bundy is absolutely true in every 
particular.

A ROTTEN RECORD. 


That of the Last Democratic Legis- 
lature of Illinois. 

Peoria Transcript: At this time, when Carter 
Harrison and his vanguard of white hats are 
exerting themselves to their utmost to seoure 
eontrol of the next Legisiature, the temptation 
to refer to the last Democratic Legisiature 
which assembied at Springfield is irresistibie. 
It was elected in 1862, and when the time for it 
to meet drew near the party leaders, flushed 
with success, counseled together tor the avowed 
purpose of resisting all war legisiation to the 
bitter end. Their mistake at the outset lay in 
overestimating, if not completely mistaking, 
the significance of their victory. and the result 
was as disastrous to their treasonable plans as 
it was upprodactive of benefit to the general 
welfare of the State. 

Before the session began the Democratic 
members, together with the leaders of the par- 
ty in the State, held two meetings in the Hall 
of Representatives, at which they declared the 
emancipation proclamation to be unwarranta- 
ble, *“ denounced the President as a usurper, 
criticised the conduct of the Warin unmeas 
ured terms, and characterized it as barbarous 
and disgraceful.”” It was charged that the War 
had been perverted for political reasons from a 
war for the restoration of the Union to a costly 
struggie for blood and treasure. Their as- 
saults were directed only at the Administration 
of President Lincoln; they hed nota word to 
say in denunciation of the Rebels. The course 
for the Twenty-third Assembly was mappea 
out at these meetings, and it was followed 
faithfully. The first step was to refuse 
to print the usual number of copies 
of Gov. Yates’ message. The next was to 
offer resolutions in both Houses declaring in 
favor of a cessation of hostilities. The third 
was to take a pleasure trip to Joliet and Chi- 
cago, at the latter of which places the members 
participated in a Democratic mass-mecting in 
denunciation of Lincoln. The next particular 
feature of the session was the consideration of 
the notorious armistice resolutions offered by 
Scott Wike of Pike County. These resolutions 
deciared that the further prosecution of the 
War would avail nothing unless the emancipa- 
tion proclamation were withdrawn, * con- 
demned and denounced the flagrant and mon- 
strous usurpation of the Administration and the 
encroachments of the Abolitionista,” and de- 
clared j vor of a peace conferenee at Louis- 
ville, Ky. They also contained a quasi-deciara- 
tion in favor of a unicn of the Northwest and 
South as more desirable than continuing 
a union with tke Abolitionists of the 
East. The armistice resolutions promptiy 
passed the House, but tuiled im the Senate, 
where the Republicans secured a majority 
through the sudden death of a Democratic 3en- 
ator. Before his death, however, the Demo- 
crats managed to secure the passage of that 
one of the resolutions advocating peace, and 
which aiso provided for an adjournment of the 
Legislature uatil atter the meeting of the Peace 
Congress. Thus the whole winter was wasted, 
and when the Legislature came together after 
its recess, iu June, it was to pursue the same 
tactics as before. The appropriations and nec- 
essary legislation were staved off, and during 
the entire session, so intent was the dominant 
party in lending its aid to embarrass the prose- 
cution of the War, ouly one measure of public 
advantage passed. An appropriation of $50,000 
for the sick and wounded lIilinois soldiers was 
fouwnt to the bitter end and defeated. Frauds 
were resorted to in the passage of bills, and 
finally Gov. Yates, taking advantage of a favor- 
able opportunity to relieve the State of the curse 
and the libel upon its honest sentiment, pro- 
rogued the Legislature and was sustained by 
the Supreme Court. 

It was a session given up entirely to partisan- 
ship. It was protitiess, disgraceful, treason- 
able. But it was not without its reaction, 
which hastened the departure of many a pa- 
triotic man from the Democratic party. The 
most prominent of these was John A. Logan. 
How thrilling and soul-inspiring the record of 
this Legisiature appears beside the deciaration 
ot certain Democrats bereabuvuts that the ma- 
jority of the soldiers furnished by Lilinois were 
Democrats! How grateful these patriotic men 
must have been when they learned that théir 
party friends at home were denouncing them 
with bot invective and unmeasured censure! 
Andifany of those patriotic men be Vemo- 
crats still, how iheir blood ought to boil with 
enthusiasm at the wigwam tonight as they 
take counsel from Billi O’Brien. one of the 
most implacable and notorious members of 
that assembly! 

And now come the Democrats again making 
the most strenuous efforts of two decades to 
again gain control of the Legislature. Will 
the people of Lilinois forget that when they 
last had control their actions Were a gross libel 
upon the State? We thiuk not. But should 
the Democrats by some inadvertence obtain a 
majority, their pian is totake up their thread 
where they ict it fall just twenty years ago. 
For their first act would be to elect Carter H. 
Harrison to the United States Senate—, man 
so true to the traditions of his party that in 
the balls of Congress he chose to disorimi- 
nate in favor of a Confederate soldier as against 
a patriotic Democrat. The last Democratic 
Legisiature should serve as a lesson to ne pee 
pile of the State for all time.

The American delegates express 
the opinion that if the French representatives 
continue their opposition to the proposed prime 
meridian of Greenwich, the conference will 
adopt a majority resolution recommending 
that meridian and leave the French delegates 
to do what they please. 

Another phase in the Chinese question Bas 
beeu presented to the Treasury Department. 
A few days ago a party of eighty-six Chinamen 
arrived at San Francisco. Some of them who 
had formerly resided in the United States 
were provided with the certificates prescribed 
by the act of 1882, but none of them had the 
certificates required by the supplementary act 
of 1884. They were net permitted to land, as 
the United States courts in California recently 
decided that the Chinese can be allowed to land 
only on the production of the evidence re- 
quired by law, and that secondary evidence 
cannot be accepted in such cases. The Treas- 
urs Department was appealed to for relief. 
The Secretary has, however, decided not to in- 
tertere in the matter, on tae ground that it is 
a question to be settied by the courts.

WON'T BE DISFRANCHISED. 

REPUBLICANS IN THE GERRYMANDERED 


TWELFTH WARD PRECINCTS ALIVE §O THEIR 

RIGHTS. 

A number of Twelfth Ward Republicans met 
in the wigwam, corner of Polk street and West- 
ern avenue, last night to protest against the 
redistricting of this portion of the ward. E, 
L. Wright, from the committee appointed to 
visit the County Commissioners to have the 
precincts made smalier, said be bad seen Com- 


missioner Van Pelt and objected to the bound- 


aries as now defined of the Eleveath Precinct, 
whick are as follows: 
street; east, Lincoln street; north, Van Buren; 
and west, Western avenue. |The smal! section 
west of Leavitt street and north of Harrison has 
been left outof this precinct.] Mr. Wright 
had told the Commissioner that the precinct, 
as thus defined, contained between 1,500 and 


1,600 citizens over 21 years of age. He told Ban 


Pelt that the effect would be to disfranchise a 
large portion of the voters of the precinct, as 
it would be impossible for so many votes to be 
polled atone polling-piace inone day. Van 
Pelt manitested some impatience, and deciared 


that he had himself ridden over a great pro-. 


tion of the district, and was satisfied that the 
new division was an equitable one. Mr. Wright 
told him, bowever, that he bad lived in this 
portion of the city so long that he knew every 
foot of ground in it, and he had watched the 
imyrovements and the increase in the popula- 
tion for Pears. The Commissioner ought to go 
and taik to some one who knew nothing 
about it, 

John Ahrens denounced this action of the 
County Commissioners as a fraud and an out- 
rage with the evident intention of disfranchis- 
ing many Republicans. He did not know 
whether the Republicans would § stand 
it,. but they ought to be aroused. 
For his part he was willing to take a section of 
the precinct to canvass thoroughly in order to 
call out every Republican to come to the poils 
election-day and insist on bis right to cast a 
baliot. Other members volunteered to take’a 
portion of the ward to canvass in like manner. 

A. B. Baldwin said the purpose of ‘ tne 
County Board in the matter of redistricting 
was sufficiently obvious. He thought, how- 
ever, they had made something of a mistake in 
attempting to perpetrate such a fraud in the 
Twelfth Ward. The people were too intelligent 
to be hoodwinked in that manner. 

F. W, Mesenrink was asked if he had been 
officially notified of his appointment as Repub- 
lican judge of election. He had not. 
It was suggested that it might be part 
of the scheme of the County Commis- 
sioners. or the Cook County Democratic 
Ciub to neglect to notify those Repubiicans 
named as judges, so that when they presented 
themselves at the polis to act on election-day 
the Democrats would refuse to recognize them 
and would try to exclude them from the poll- 
ing-room. 

Stephen Carmody advised each Republican 
who had seen his name th the published list of 
judges or supervisors of ‘election to visit the 
County Clerk’s office and ascertain if he was 
really the person appointed, since there were 
many mistakes in the names. If he were the 
appointee he should call for his commission. 
He also said that there was a colonization 
scheme atoot in the southeastern portion of 
the precinct, near Twelfth and Lincoln streeta. 
About 200 Democrats were housed and fed 
there that they might acquire a residence and 
be able to cast a ballot in the Third Congres- 
sional District without relinquishing their 
rights in the Second. 

Before the meeting adjourned volunteers 
sufficient to canvass all the territory in the 
precinct and call out the full Kepublican 
strength at the polis bad come forward.

THE SI/PERVISORS. — 

MR. VAN PELT EXPLAINS THE DEMOCRATIO 
BLUFS--THE FINERTY MEN TO HAVE THEIR 
RIGHTS. 

Chief United States Supervisor Sherman gave 
the representatives of the Democrats, the In- 
dependent Democrats, and the People’s party a 
hearing yesterday morning in the matter of su- 
pervisors of election. 

The Finerty men put in a ciaim Wednesday 
fora supervisor in each alternate precinct in 
the Second District, and urged the, appoint- 
menton these grounds: (1) A precedent had 
been established in 1882 by Judge Drummond, 
who, upon argument before him, made such 
appointments; (2), the object and intent of the 
law was primarily to protect agamnst fraud in 
the election of members of Congress; (8), Con- 
gressman Finerty reaily represents the majori- 
ty of the Democrats of the Second District; 
(4), the Democratic County Board has ap- 
pointed ali the judges and clerks in the district, 
and, to secure an honest election, Finerty was 
entitled at ipa to a supervisor for each alter- 
nate precinct. ~ 

Chairman Van Pelt of the Democratic Coun- 
ty Central Committee took the position that 
there was and could be only two political 
parties in the Second District. The Democrats 
bad nominated a man for Congress and another 
man was running for that office. Finerty was 
& supporter of Biaine and had no right to ask 
for supervisors who were to be chosen from 
the regular Democratic organization. Eight 
years ago the Greenbackers put in a ciaim, 
and Judge Drummond decided that it was the 
intention of the law to recognize only the two 
great parties which were in existence when the 
law was passed. 

DON’T MENTION IT. 

As for the matter of judges it shouldn't be 
considered there. {Laugbter by the Kepub- 
licans and Finerty men.| But he bad made a 
proposition as to them and was ready to make 
his words good. The Democrats understood 
from an interview published in the papers that 
it was not the intention to recognize the Dem- 


ocratic organization in the appointment of 
suvervisors. 

Supervisor Sherman—W bat paper did you see 
that in, and who made the statement? 

Mr. Van Pelt replied that it was in the Times, 
and they had the information from other 
sources. He, however, didn’t believe it, but 
that thei ntention of the court was to be gen- 
erous, good, bonest, and honorable. He 
pledged the Chairman of the Republican Coun- 
ty Committee that, when the Democratic party 
received its legal share of supervisors, one 
judge would resign in each precinct where 
there is not a Republican, and a Republican 
could be appointedin bis place. 

Aid. Cullerton—There are more Republican 
judges now in the Sixth Ward than Democrats. 

Capt. Gleason—Very impure ones.

Supervisor Sherman stopped the talk, as both 
Gleason and Culierton were getting excited. 

THE DEMOCRATIC BLUFF. 

Mr. Van Pelt went on to say that the judges 
were selected with that understanding. He 
wouldn't say soif it wasn’ttrue. He was not 
so touch of a politician as to act in any other 
than a straightforward manner. Mr. Finerty 
was not the represeutative of the Democratic 
party in the Second District, and, if allowed 
supervisors, they must be taken from the Kea- 
publicans. 

Supervisor Sherman—I have never stated to 
any man, ac any time, under any circum- 
stances that I intended to deprive the Democrat- 


_ | je party of its representation upon the board 


of supervisors. I have no power to do so if I 
desired to, and I have no desire to do so. I 
stated to Mr. Van Pelt and Mr. Smyth that in 
my recommendation to the court I should give 
great weight to the suggestions of the political 
organizations, but that I would not under any 
cireumstaoces bind myself to recommend to 
the court an unfit man, if the name of such 
should be furnished to me.

UNEXPECTED COURSE OF THE CENTRAL COM-. 
MITTEE IN DECIDING IN PAVOR OF DAVIS. 
There was a little surprise in store for out- 
Biders at the Republican County beadquarters 
yesterday afternoon, when the Central Com- 
mittee adjourned. It was notbing less than the | 
announcement that the Judiciary Committee 
had reported in favor of putting the name of 
George R. Davis on the Republican ticket as 
the regular nominee in the Third Congressional 
District, and that the Central Committee, after 
alengtby discussion, bad adopted the report 
almost unanimously. A few days ago, when 
the fact became known that Davis and 
Mason had agreed, upon consultation with 
“Long” Jones, to submit their differences 
to an Arbitrahon Committee, it was generaily 
understood that the Judiciary Cotmittee 
would not trouble itself further about the case. 
It now appears, bowever, that the committee 
went right along with the contest just as 
though nothing bad happened promising. its 
settlement in a different way, except, perbaps, 
that not as many witnesses were summoned in 
the premises. Indeed, it is doubtiul if any 
witnesses were beard at all, the committeemen 
probably reaching a decision after reviewing 
the case on such underst ing and in- 

formation as they had in their 
sion all along. It is quite certain that 
neither Davis nor Mason was formally heard 
in his own boebaif, and that neither was present 
yesterday. The report was submitted by EB. RB. 
Bliss, Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
and was a surprise to zome of the Central Com- 
mittee because they had labored under the im- 
pression that the whole matter would be set- 
tled by the Arbitration Committee. This was 
the first objection raised ty receiving the re- 
ooh contestants had mutually agreed to 

ave the case arbitrated by a committee of 
their own selection, and to abide by the decision 
of such committee, and, therefore, no other 
body should interfere. Un the other hand, it 
was argued that the County Central Committee, 
inasmuch as it had the autnority to conduct 
the affairs of the campaign, also had the au- 
thority in making up its regular ticket to eay 
which were the regular candidates.  8till 
others of the committee who took this view of 
the case questioned the propriety of taking 
definit action at the present time and under 
existmg circumstances. The friends of Mason 
would say that it bad all been done to influence 
the action of the Arbitration Committee, giv- 
ing Davis further evidenge to bring forward 
in his own behalf. Nevertheless, the report 
was adopted by avote of 18 to2. Of course 
it has been known all the time that a very 
large majority of the Judiciary and Central 
Committees look upon Mr. Davis as the regu- 
lar nomineo, ant the only surprise yesterday 
was over the fact that the contest had been 
taken up in the face of the arbitration scheme. 
However, it was stated by ‘‘Long”’ Jones two 
or three nights ago that Davis and Mason had 
agreed upon a statement of facts to be sub- 
mitted to the Arbitration Committee, ‘and if 
this isto Mr. Davis cannot of course take ad- 
vantage of what occurred yesterday afternoon. 
The Central Committeemen say that if the Ar- 
bitration Committee declares in favor of Mr. 
Mason they, with Mr. Davis, will be in duty 
bound to act accordingly. 

Davis, Mason, ** Long”’ Jones, dnd George 
Swift met at the Pacific in the morning, and, it 
is said, completed their arrangements to start 
for Cincinnati at night. 

The two candidates did not leave last night, 
however, as it has not yet been settled when

the men they have selected are to meet. Pos- 
sidly the meeting will not be held until after 


the Ohio election. Mr. Jones was surprised to 
bear that the Central Committee had 
taken action in the case and said he did not 
know what effect this action would have un the 
arrangements made by Davis and Mason.

PROSTITUTING LABOR. 


THE DEMOCRATIC SCHEME FOR USING THE FED- 
ERATED TRADES. 


The. rumor came yesterday to the ears of a 
TripUNeE reporter that the Democratic man- 
agers had matured a planto use the Federa- 
tion of Trade and Labor Unions as a club 
with which to maul the Republicans. Dodgers 
were circulated stating that there would be to- 
night a meeting at No. 99 West Randoiph street 
to diseuss convict labor. Six speakers were 
advertised, allof whom are delegates to the 
Federation of Trade and Labor Unions, and 
allof whom are Democrats. Of course the 
Republican delegates are as much opposed 
to convict labor as thetr Democratic 


brethren, but to invite them to speak 
was far from the intention of the 
originators of the present boomerang, 


who for party purposes are willimg to use 4 
non-partisan society for furthering Demo- 
cratic interests. 

Several delegates were interviewed vyester- 
day, among them Mr. August Vonath of Wash- 
ington, who said: “These mea who propose 
to speak are Democrats, and as Democrats 
they have a perfect right todo so, But when 
they pretend to speak in their capacity of dele- 
gates they go D. yond their authority and 
tend to represent an organization which y 
do not represent. It is one of the rules of the 
Federated Trades that the orgauizativun shall 
not be used for partisan ends, and that is 
precisely what these men ace trying to do. 
The alleged reason of their action is this: A 
committee of the State Labor Convention, they 
say, called un the Repubiican and Democratic 
State Committees somecime since in regard to 
convict labor, and they pretend to have had 
assurances of sympathy from the latter and not 
from the former committee. However that 
may be, they have no right to speak as repre- 
sentatives of a body that contains members of 
both political parties. Indeed, they violate the 
spirit of our rules, and very likely measures 
will be taken to preserve the non-partisan 
character of the assembly and to prevent its 
influence from being debased by politicians.” 

Mr. William R. Ramsay, another member of 
the assembly, was seen, and he virtuaily 
gave the same story as Mr. Donath. In the 
course of the interview he said that statements 
in some of the morning papers in regard to the 
discbarge of Democratic printers in the Public 
Printer’s office in Washington were false. A 
number of printers, both Democrats and Re- 
publicans, were discharged Sept. 15, because 
tne appropriations made by Congress were in- 
sufficient to admit,as much work being done as 
in former years. As it was against the law to 
give them a furlough the Controller of the 
Treasury was bound to discharge them.

HANLAN'S DEFEAT. 


The Contest on the Paramatta River, 

Sydney, N.S. W., im August. Laat. 

South Australian Advertisér: The race was 
witnessed by upward of 70,000 epectators, and 
the greatest excitement prevailed, It was hait- 
past 4o’clock when Hanian, wearing. a biue 
sleeveless guernsey, stepped into his boat. 
Beach, who stripped to bis waist, shortly after- 
ward rowed up from his training quarters. 
Hanian’s weight was within half a pound of 
eleven stene. Beach’s weight was twelve stone, 
Both competitors appeared in splendid condi- 
tion. The umpire was P. J. Clark, one of the 
best judges of rowing 10 Australia. They made 
asplendia start, both catetmng water at the 
same moment, and taking almost stroke for 
stroke, from thirty-two to thirty-five per min- 
ute. Hanlan’s stroke was cleanest and 
neatest. Beach, though equally effective, 
being somewhat fiuarried for the first 
hundred yards. Hanian from the first ap 
peared to settle down to bis work as a very 
serious business, showing bis teeth closed firm- 
ly and his lips parted in sucha peculiar way 
that it gave the impression at a distance that 
he was smiling. From the start he kept closely 
watching Beach, with whom he kept almost on 
a dead level for some distance. After a quar- 
ter of a mile’s level pulling, Hanlan quickened 
his stroke and went alength ahead. He then 
slowed down in accordance with bis ordinary 
custom, and just maintained about the same 
lead, going’a little faster -when his opponent 
drew closer, and easing off again when he 
seemed getting too far ahead. After passing 
the first point on the southern side and getting 
into comparatively open water, where the full 
force ¢f the breeze caught both, they became 
rather unsteady, an occasional splash showing 
that the wind and the somewhat rough water 
inconvenienced them. 

About this period of the contest a most un- 
fortunate inoident occurred. The steamer 
Tomki, which had been chartered by Beach's 
supporters for the visitors, was heading right 
across Hanlan'’s track ia midstream. Hanlan 
pulled right upto within a few feet of tho 
steamer’s side, being slightly ahead of Beach, 
whose course just enabled him to miss the 
steamer’s bow. “As Hanlan came up close a 
thousand voices called to him te beware of - 
ing 5 and as be turned in bis seat and 
looked abead be saw bis danger in a moment, 
and resolved to cut Beach right out of hee race. 
Heading his boat right across Beach's course, 
he put on a magnificent spurt that ed the 
bows at & marvelous and then dropped 
agaia into a eteady stroke. He had then put 
betweea four and five lengths between himself 
and his opponent. To the spectatora this 
seemed to give the race to Hanlan to win as he 
liked, and one or two incidents which oceurred 
in the rowing just afterward were interpreted 
as acts of bravado, when, as Hanian now states, 
they were signs of distress. Shortly after he 
bad finisbed his’ great spurt he half 
dropped his lef% scull, but recovered himself 
almost immediately.- He had not gone «a 
quarter of a mile before be made a partial 
8 entirely missing his stroke. This 
gave i impression that he was pulling well 
withig himesrif; that be had gaged Beach's 
powers, and had satisfied himself of bis ability 
to keep in front by responding whenever Beach 
spurted, and that be could play with his oppo- 
nent. 

Hanjlan’s explanation after the race was over 
is that, in that big spurt when he cleared the 
steumer, he exhausted bimseif, and that, so far 
from, showing off, be was in a distressed condi- 
tien. This statement wag borne out by Beach, 
who states that when Hanlan went éo far to 
the front on that occasion he began to regard 
it as a hopeiess contest until he turned and 
saw Hanian’s face, and the sight of his oppo- 
nent's face showed clearly that Hanlan was 
giving out. This sent the thought. through 
Beach's mind like a fash of lightning, ** The 
race ig mine.”’ Acting under that impulse, as 
well as in accordanee with his trainer's direc- 
tions, be puton just such a spurt as Havian 
had done, With balf a dozen quick and pow- 
erful strokes te brought the boat right 
down on Hanian, who had worked across 
into Beach's water, and was so exhausted that 
he could not respond to Beach's pkoe and pull 
out of the way, the consequence of which was 
afoul, The boats did not touch, but Hanlan’s 
left scull and Beach's right scull crossed each 
other and prevented both from sculling. For 
a moment both boats were on,a dead level and 
either man had an equal chance of getting 
away first; in fact, when they freed their inter- 
locked seulls *they could have restarted on 
equal terms, but Haglan was not equal to the 
emergency, end beld up his hands to claim a 
foul, by which act he clearly lost a stroke. 
Then be haited for a few secouds, as if hesitat- 
ing whether to go on or give up the race. 
This gave Beach alead of five or six lengcha, 
which he never really lost during the rest of 
the race. Once Hanlan made a fierce attempt 
to overtaké Beavh, and actually got within 
three boat iengths, but his condition then ap- 
peared to give out, and he fellaway. Beach 
pulled bard, but, as be was never really pushed, 
there is every reason to credit his statement 
that he could have pulled much harder. He 
eertainly finished in a fine condition, which is 
more than can be said of Hanian. 

Beach passed the fi t nearly six lengths 
ahead, and as soon as the umpire’s boat came 
u P Hanian pulled alongsige and said: ‘** Mr, 
Clark, I claim a foul.”” Mr. Clark promptly re- 

sponded: “You got over into Beach's water; 
that caused the foul, and 1 give the race to 
Beach.”’ 

Afterward the two men met inthe most 
friendiy manner. Hanlan looked a little eare- 
worn and discouraged, as was only natural 
under the circumstances. The conversation, 
of course, turned upon the race, and Hanilan, 
in a nner whieh was pleasant to sée, said, 
shak: hands with Beach: “Well, you area 
better man than 1 am, and I hope you don’t 
blame me for the foul, which was principally 
caused through the steamer coming down on 
us. I Could t not help it.”
